WE FIND TEXT OF PLEDGE CURIOUS IN THAT IT SPECIFIES TRIBES 
"FROM GIZA TO ASWAN" AND STATES PLEDGE RESULTS FROM CONFERENCE 
WHICH TOOK PLACE IN MAGHAAHAH, TOWN IN THE NILE IN UPPER 
EGYPT. NOTABLY ABSENT IS ANY MENTION OF AWLAND ALI TRIBES ON 
GOE-LARG BORDER WHO ARE USUAL SOURCE OF SUCH PLEDGES UNDER 
ABU WAFIYA'S SPONSORSHIP. (ABU WAFIYA CLAIMS MEMBERSHIP IN 
AWLAND ALI TRIBE.) THIS. COUPLED WITH PLEDGE'S REFERENCE 
ONLY TO NILE VALLEY CITIES, PROMPTS US TO WONDER WHETHER 
WESTERN BORDER TRIBES HAVE, POSSIBLE AT LARG'S INSTIGATION, 
CHOSEN NOT TO ASSOCIATE THEMSELVES WITH LATEST LOYALTY 
PLEDGE. WOULD APPRECIATE ANY COMMENTS TRIPOLI MAY 
HAVE. 
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
